We may now inquire why men in all parts

Theso states of the mind are either 
simply passive, or. showing a determination 
not to act. None of the nbove movements’ 
are of the Jeast sorrice. The explanation 
Jies; I cannot doubt, in the principle of un- 
conscious antithesis, ‘Uha” principle here 
-keetns to’ come into play as. clearly as in the 
enka of a dog, who, when feeling savage, 
pats -imsclf in the proper attitude for 
attacking, and for making himself appear 
terrible {o his enemy ; but aa soon as he feels 
affectionate, throwa his whole body into a 
directly opposite attitude, though this is of 
uo-direct use to him, Let it be observed 


how an indignant man, who resents, and will |.
